I have  the  honour  tc.  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1954*  This  is  arranged  in  accordance  with 
the  Welsh.  Board  of  Health  Circular  20/54. 

Staff.  Mr  R.  0.  Hughe s joined  the  staff  as  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  May,  1954,  end  left  to  take  up  another 
appointment  in  March,  1955.  Mr  A.  Maddocks  took  up  duties  as 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  in  April,  1955. 

Vital  Statistic s. 

Births.  The  birth  rate  was  higher  in  1954  than  in  1953  being 

15. 69  per  1,000  population  in  1954  compared  with  13.72 
in  19 53.  ' 

There  were  7 still  births  being  a percentage  of  4.8  of  live 
births,  compared  with  3 still  births,  a percentage  of  2*4  in  1953. 

There  were  8 illegitimate  births  in  1954  a percentage  of 
total  births  of  5.3  and  in  1953  there  were  6 illegitimate  births, 
a percentage  of  4.  8 

Infantile  Mortality,  There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  one 

year  of  age  giving  a race  of  2 3 per  1,000 
live  births  which  compares  favourably  with  a rate  of  55  per  1 ,000 
live  births  in  1953. 

These  four  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life 
in  legitimately  horn  babies,  two  males  and  two  females.  The 
causes  were  : - 

Male,  age  1 hour,  intracranial  haemorrhage. 

Male,  age  6 hours,  intracranial  haemorrhage. 

Female,  age  6 hours,  prematurity. 

Female,  age  17  days,  pneumonia. 

Deaths.  There  were  116  deaths  from  all  cause 3 being  a rate  of 

12.55  per  1,000  population,  comparing  with  13.29  pen  1,000 

in  1953. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis. 

National  Assistant  Act,  1948,  Section  47.  No  action  had  to  be  taken 

under  this  section  during  the 

year.  The  section  provides  for  the  care  of  the  aged  and  infirm  who  are 
living  under  insanitary  conditions  and  arc  unable  to  care  for  themselves 
and  are  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention  from  others.  In  this 
connection  tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  Home  Help  Service  of  the  County 
Council  in  providing  domestic  help  for  the  elderly  and  to  the  Welfare 
Department  of  the  County  Council  in  provision  of  homes  for  the  elderly 
at  Dolly s,  Llanidloes,  and  Plas  Cac  Crwn,  Newtown. 


I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr  Thomas 
for  his  valued  assistance  and  to  Mr  Gray,  the  Clerk,  for  his  help  and 
advice  on  many  occasions. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council,  to  Dr.  J.  Ivor  Jones  and  his  staff.  Holding  a combined 
appointment  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  and  District  Medical 
Officer  I am  able  to  obtain  valuable  co-operation  from  this  department. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
interest  in  and  support  of  the  work  of  the  health  department  and  for 
their  eagerness  to  improve  the  standard  of  living  of  the  rural 
communities,  by  the  building  of  new  houses,  their  participation 
in  the  scheme  for  improving  old  houses,  provision  of  adequate  and  . 
wholesome  water,  and  the  removal  of  waste  matter  and  refuse  collection.

Hospitals. 


The  area  is  served  by  the  Montgomery  County  Infirmary,  Newtown, 
and  the  Llanidloes  and  District  Hospital,  both  of  which  take  Surgical, 
Medical  and  Midwifery  cases.  The  hospitals  are  controlled  by  the  Mid- 
Wales  Regional  Hospital  Board  based  at  Aberystwyth, 

Laboratory  Service. 

A branch  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  at  the 
Cardiganshire  General  Hospital,  Aberystwyth,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  M,  V.  N.  Sudds.  Telephone  Aberystwyth  216. 

The  comprehensive  service  which  this  laboratory  offers  is 
fully  utilised  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  is  of  great 
value.

On  July  1 st , the  slaughter  of  animals  was  transferred  to 
private  enterprise,  and  1 slaughter  houses  were  licensed  for  this 
purpose.  The  premises  licensed  were  at  Trefeglwys,  Tregynon,  Clatter 
and  Caersws,  The  supervision  of  slaughter  houses  and  inspection  of 
carcases  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Council,  The  following 
number  of  carcases  were  inspected.

The  total  number  of  revisits  made  in  connection  with  treatment  was 
399  and  a complete  treatment  was  carried  out  on  the  Caersws  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 


Housing. 

During  the  year  12  Council  houses  were  completed,  4 at  Bwlchyffridd 
and  8 at  Llangurig.  Schemes  were  commenced  at  Camo  - 12  houses,  and 
at  the  Ho,  2 site,  Llangurig  - 6 houses, 

18  applications  were  approved  under  the  1949  Housing  Act,  for 
grants  to  improve  coasting  houses.  This  figure  indicates  that  property 
owners  are  talcing  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  "by  the  Act, 

No  applications  were  received  during  1953* 

Sewage  Disposal, 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  at  Caersws  was  completed 
during  the  year.  No  new-  schemes  wore  commenced. 

Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  2 schemes  were  completed  in  the  Villages  of  Adfa 
and  Came,  After  the  Scheme  at  Camo  was  completed  it  was  found  that 
the  filtration  plant  installed  was  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  quantity 
of  suspended  matter  being  pumped  from  the  borehole  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  instal  an  additional  filter  and  chemical  treatment,
